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always particularly in danger of sectional attack: that, with a view 
to the protection of these reserved rights, and to the defence of these 
local interests, the framers of the constitution have wisely provided 
thatthe various States of the Union should be allowed to have, at all 
times, precisely an equal number of Senatorial representatives,— 
the election of whom has been made dependent directly upon the action 
of the Legislatures of the States themselves,—and whose tenure of 
office is sufficiently. permanent to secure the requisite amount of 
firmness and independence, amidst sudden outbreaks of popular clamor, 
or temporary éxcitement from accidental causes. It should likewise 
be borne in mind, that in the-popular branch of Congress, the people of 
each State have heen allowed by the Constitution, a body of Repre- 
sentatives, whose number is subject to be either enlarged or diminished, 
from time to time, under the operation of an equitable apportionment 

asis of representation, 


the citizens of the whole nation, as far at least, as human contrivances 
are capable of effecting such an object, against the numerous and seri- 


° i ous mischiefs which are ever to be apprehended from unequal and 


oppressive legislation,—put in action, as such legislation is apt to be, 
for'the benefit.either of classes or sections; and providing in general, 
for a just, enlightened, and efficient administration of all the com- 
plex concerns of this great and growing Republic. Entertain- 
ing these views in regard to the characteristic features of our 
plan of government,—the- importance of faithfully. adhering to 
which, I will add, has been ‘made particularly manifest by recent 
occurrences,—it will not appear at all surprising, fo minds exempt > 
from prejudice, that I should have felt altogether unwilling that this 
State should be deprived of af leastone-fi/th, and. perhaps her whole 
amount of Representation in Congress, for several years to come, by a 
failure on my part to perform a plain official duty, without the per- 
formance of which, the Legislature could not have been convened in 
special Session at this time. Never wasit more necessary, than at 
the present moment, that the State of Mississippi should be able to 
exert her full influence in the national councils. It is known that 
numerous questions are now pending in Congress of great difficulty 
and magnitude: that, both in the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, parties, whether sectional or political, are so nearly in a state of 
absolute equipoise, that a single vote is often times sufficient to settle 
the fate of measures apparently involving most deeply the honor and ~ 
happiness of the whole republic; and that the most alarming and dan- 
gerous influences are becoming so prevalent and so potential, at the seat 
of the National Government, as to constrain our most firm and reso- 
lute Statesmen to feel serious apprehension in reference to the contin- 
ued maintenance of our free institutions. I hope to be excused. for 
suggesting, in a spirit perfectly free from all unkindness or disrespect, 
that I have been the less willing to see the State of Mississippi crip- 
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pled in her representation in the popular branch: of Congress at this 
time, In consequence of the painful uncertainty which yet seems to 
overhang the question—whether, in consequence of” unhappy 
misunderstandings, very naturally arising out of the heated political 
conflicts-of-last year, and the somewhat over-sensitive récollection (if I 
may-be allowed sô to speak) of issues, the arising of which appears now 
to be almost universally regretted,—we'may not'be constrained to rest 
satisfied with the s&rvices of a single U.S. Senator from Mississippi, 
for the 12 months which will elapse immediately ening the 4th of March’ 
next ; though in the meanwhile, a new administration, is to come into ex- 
Astence ; anew Cabinet to be organized; almost the entire mass of Exec- 
utive patronage to be disposed of ; various important treaties with For- 
eign Powers, either to be ratified or rejected + and grave questions, both 
of war and peace, in all probability, to be definitely acted: upon. | - 

T have requested the Auditor of the State'to prepare a special report, 
which I herewith-submit for your consideration. It-willbefoundtocon-° 
tain a very clear account of the present condition of the Treasury, and > 
embodies several suggestionsto which I cannot but attach much weight. ~ - 
A corresponding report would also have been made by the ‘Treasurer, ' 
but for the sudden calamity which has for the present withdrawn himi 
from his official duties, and confined him to the bed ‘of suffering. I 
hope that the complete recovery of this valuable officer will take place at 
some early period of your present session ; in which event, the report 
referred to, will yet be made by him, in time for your exainination of it. 

I am gratified to have it ‘in my-power to state, that the Internal 
Improvement spirit which has been so strongly prevailing among’ our 
citizens for several years past, has been greatly on the advance of late, 
both in point of diffusion and‘intensity. In. addition to the various 
projects for the establishment of railways, expected to penetrate the 
State at different points, to which the Legislative sanction has been 
heretofore imparted, several new schemes have been recently suggested 
which have attracted a large share of the public attention. “The gem- 
eral views which I entertain on this interesting subject, have been 
heretofore made known ; and I content myself, on this occasion, with 
declaring, that I shall most cheerfully co-operate with the two Houses 
of the Legislature in any enactments which they may consider it proper 
to adopt for the cherishment and promotion of this important: branch - 
of our Domestic Polity. S 

- By'an act of your late Session, I was requested “to cause the ne- 
cessary means to be taken to procure from the Registers of the several 
land districts in this State, the lists- of the swamp and overflowed 
public lands granted to this State, by an act of Congress of Sept. 28, 
-1850, so far as the data in their réspective offices, or in the Surveyor 
General's office in this State, show the same as coming within the pro- 
visions of said grant, and cause patents to be issued to the State of 
Mississippi for said lands as soon as practicable.” By the second sec- 
tion of the same act, it was provided that, in consequence of the ims 
perfect-condition in-which the descriptive field notes in the various 
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Registers’ offices in this State were supposed to be, and of the fact 
that the said descriptive field notes were in many cases partly defaced 
or wholly destroyed or lost, I should, without delay, open a correspon- 
dence “with the Secretary of the Department of the Interior at Wash- 
ington City, in order to procure a perfect copy thereof, to be furnished 
to said Registers, in this State, or to cause said Registers to be 
instructed to correct their lists of the swamp and overflowed public 
lands, by carefully ‘comparing the data in their offices with the 
data in the Surveyor General’s office.” It was further pro- 
vided by said. second section, that “in case the Secretary of 
the Interior shall refuse the same, the Governor shall appoint a com- 
-petent person, whose duty it shall be, to compare the lists furnished 
by the Registers as aforesaid, with the datain the Surveyor General’s 
office, and correct the.same by the addition of all such lands as are 
shown by such data to belong to the State, and to furnish the neces- 
sary proof of the same to the Registers of the several land districts.” 
By the third section of the same act, I was authorized, after said lists 
should be made out and corrected, as provided for in the foregoing 
section, to “appoint one or more competent persons, whose duty it 
should be to examine all such other lands as will come under the pro- 
“visions of said grant, and present lists of the same, with the necessary 
proofs to the Registers of land districts, that said lands are of the des- 
cription aforesaid.” Ata very early day after your late adjournment, 
I addressed a letter to the Secretary of the Interior, with a 
view to attaining the important object above specified; and a long cor- 
respondence was the result; a copy of which I shall take pleasure in 
laying before you, if, at any time during your present session, you shall 
intimate a desire to see the same. In my efforts to carry into effect 
the wishes of the Legislature on this subject, I have had to encounter 
great and unexpected difficulties, all of which will be found sufficiently 
apparent on the face of the correspondence referred to. These difficul- 
ties have been, at last, toa great extent, overcome ; and I hope, shortly 
to have it in my power ta state, that all impediments of whatever na- 
ture or description, have been removed, to our full realization of the ben- 
efits intended to be secured to the State of Mississippi by this magnifi- 
cent donation on the part of the Federal Government. For the pur- 
pose of facilitating future action upon this subject, I would respect- 
y recommend that the third section of the act of your late Session, 
now under consideration, be so amended as to allow me to appoint the 
Agents described therein immediately, causing them to be supplied 
with appropriate instructions in connection with the duties which will 
be devolved upon them. If any doubts asto the expediency `of this 
amendment should arise, I shall take pleasure in setting forth, in a for- 
mal manner, all the reasons which have induced me to ask forthe same ; 
but as a recital of them would occupy much. space in this communi- 
cation, and a tedious specification of particulars would be unavoidable, 
T have thought it proper for the present, to confine myself to recommend- 
ing that the existing act be altered in the manner already described, 
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- I beg leave to invite the attention of the Legislature to ‘the act 
passed by them at their late regular Session, entitled: “An act to pro- 
vide for the construction of a Levee upon the Mississippi river, for the 
reclamation of State and School lands and for. other purposes,” with a 
view to proposing some amendment of the same. By the thirteenth 
section’ of this act, it is provided, that the Secretary of State shall 
issue land scrip to the Presidents of the Boards of Police of certain 
counties therein specified ; by the fourteenth section, it is provided that 
the respective Presidents of the Boards of. Policé:shall be required 
to endorse said land serip, to the Levee Treasurers of the respective 
counties ; by the fifteenth section, the endorsement of said scrip by 
the Presidents of the Boards of Levee Commissioners, is made indis- 
pensably necessary to-the validity of the same ; and by the lastnamed 
section, it is further provided, that, upon. presentation of any- portion 
of this scrip, (regularly assigned by the President of the Board of 
Police to the Levee Treasurer of the same) to the Secrétary. of State, 
after the same shall have -been likewise endorsed by the President of 
the Board of Levee Commissioners of the proper county, it shall be 
the duty of said Secretary to register the same,” &., &c.::. and the 
Secretary of State is further directed ‘forthwith to issue a patent 
therefor.” Upon examining the eighteenth section of the same act, 
it will be found that the Secretary of State is “authorized.and requir- 
ed to place the same in the hands of the State Treasurers?’ which last 
mentioned officer is authorized to sell the said scrip, and - place the 
proceeds in the Treasury of this State ; and it is also decla¥ed; inthe 
conclusion of the same section, that “said scrip, when issued a8 author- 
ized in this section, shall be placed upon the same footing, and be subject 
to entry in the same manner, as is provided for in the 15th and 16th 
sections of this act.” Now, though it seems to be implied in the actas 
it now stands, that the Secretary of Stateis authorized to issue a pat- 
ent to the holder of any land warrant purchased from the State Treas- 
arer, on the presentation of the same regularly endorsed by ‘said 
Treasurer ; yet, inasmuch as some dispute has arisen in regard to the 
proper interpretation of ‘the act in this material respect ; with a view 
to the prevention of futurelitigation, I recommend thatthe eighteenth 
section thereof, be now so amended, as shall-entirely remove the am- 
biguity in which its true meaning seems at present enveloped.. I 
‘hope to be pardoned for suggesting two other defects in the act, which I 
think should be remedied without delay. It must doubtless often 
happen hereafter, that applications will be made to locate portions of 
the scrip, the issuance of which is provided for in this act, upon the 
legal subdivisions of land, technically recognised as guarter sections, 
which may, notwithstanding, be found, upon examination, to contain 
either more or less, as the case may be, than the quantity of one hun- 
dred and sixty acres. I am of opinion, that the act should be so 
modified as to allow the locator, when the quantity of land applied 
for shall exceed the quantity specified upon the face of the warrant, 
to become the purchaser of the overplus of land at the established 
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legal price—and in the event of its being found that his application 
actually embraces Zess than one hundred and sixty acres, then, he 
should be permitted to receive the overplus of money to which he may 
be entitled, at the hands of the Secretary of State. Ihave the honor 
to recommend further, that when, under the authority of the act now. 
under consideration, the Secretary of State shall offer for sale the five 
hundred thousand acres of Land donated to the State of Missis- 
sippi by the Congress of the United States, for the purposes of Inter- 
nal Improvement,—he shall be empowered to dispose of a smaller quan- 
tity than a full quarter section, to any given purchaser who may make 
application therefor, provided he shall be of opinion, that circumstan- 
ces exist showing that the State will be benefitted by this deviation 
from the accustomed course of proceeding. . . 

On the 28th of April, last. the office of Superintendent of the Pen- 
itentiary became’ vacant, by the resignation of the very worthy citizen 
chosen by you at your late Session. Iproceeded to appoint Fleming 
L. Swann, Esq., to take charge of this important department 
of the public service è and supposing that you would feel inclined to 
ascertain the exact condition of the Penitentiary at the present mo- 
ment, I have requested Mr. Swann, to send in a special report, which 
I have now the honor of laying before you for your consideration. 

The report of the late Commissioners of the Southern Railroad, 
which is herewith submitted, will be found to contain a statement of 
facts of quite an interesting character, including a minute account of 
the termination of the labors of the Board of Commissioners, 
and the commencement ‘of the regular operations of the South- 
ern Railroad Company; to the President of which, on the 19th of 
July last, I caused to be delivered over, (in accordance with the act 
of the last Session of the Legislature, reviving that Company,) the 
road itself, and everything appurtenant thereto ; the Southern Railroad 
Company having previously complied in- full with the requisitions of 
the act under which these proceedings took place. 

I have the honor of inviting the attention of the Legislature to cer- 
tain resolutions recently adopted by the “General Assembly of Con- 
necticut,” a certified copy of which, accompanied by a letter from 
his excellency, Gov. Seymour, I now take pleasure in laying before 
you. These resolutions relate to a subject of surpassing magnitude . 
and importance to the State of Mississippi, as one of the slave-holding 
members of the Canfederacy. They will be seen to contain a very 
clear and unequivocal approval of all the measures of Compromise, 
and to assert in the most emphatic manner, “that the act termed 
the fugitive slave law, ts, in the judgment of the Assembly, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Constitution ; containing, 
merely provisions in detail necessary to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of that instrument ; and that it is the duty of all goog 
citizens to sustain the execution of said act by all lawful means’ 
These resolutions, I rejoice to know, are only one of many evidences 
of a similar character which could be easily adduced, in proof of that 
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remarkable amelioration in the public sentiment of the non-slave 
holding States of the Union, touching the subject of domestic Slavery, 
which the eventful history of the last two years has. so fortunately 
supplied. I shall not attempt to go into detail ‘at. present upon this in- 
teresting topic. My particular position as a public man ‘is such, as 
naturally to expose me to the suspicion of desiring to give undue im- 
portance to the plan of Compromise, and to.claim for the measures 
which constitute it, more respect and commendation than can be fairly 
demanded in their behalf. I hope.to.be excused though for declaring 
the satisfaction which I cannot but feel, atthe general quiet and seren- 
ity now beginning to pervade the slave-holding section of the Union, 
and the flattering prospect at present held out to us, of..our ultimate 
safety and freedom from annoyment in- relation.-to questions 
which have heretofore constituted such a plenteous source of solici- 
tude and uneasiness.. Allow me further to say; that in'my judg- 
ment, in order to enjoy our rights under the constitution, in quiet secu- 
rity, and to command for these rights the universal respect of the civiliz- 
ed world, we should assiduously cultivate the sentiments of reciprocal 
confidence and good will now springing up anew among us, and, as 
far as possible, forgetting past dissensions and discord, we should unite 
as a band of brothers, in maintaining, - firmly and inflexibly, the wise 
and patriotic attitude so deliberately assumed by the sovereign State of 
Mississippi in her memorable Convention of November,1851. Ipur- 
posely avoid all further. reference to certain delicate topies heretofore 
so freely discussed in our midst, and have no irritating allusion to indulge 
in relation to scenesof unkind altercation, the occurrence: of- which 
must ever be with me a subject of profound lamentation, and an occa- 
sion for the renewal of which hereafter, no one, I am sure would 
more deeply deplore than myself. 

There are several other subjects of high importance to which I should 
have felt itto be my duty to invite your notice, but for the peculiar cir- 
cumstances under which you are convened. As itis,[ shall now terminate 
this address, with the expressionof the earnest wish, which I certainly 
feel, that your expected deliberations may be calm, orderly, and agree- 
able to yourselves, in all.respects, and thatthe “labors upon which you 
are about to enter, may result-in promoting the peace, prosperity and 
happiness of our own beloved State, and the permanent glory of the 
American Republic. H. S. FOOTE. .

The list of disbursements shows that the sum of thirty eight thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-nine- dollars and thirty-one cents of the 
Common School fund, and the sum of seven thousand'and sixty doi- 
lars and fifty-six cents of the Three per cent. fund, have not been 
disbursed. 

The revenue for the fiscal year 1851, has all been received, except 
the sum of two thousand nine hundred and eighty-four dollars and 
sixty-four cents,—two thousand and twenty-two dollarsand seventeen 
cents of this amount, it is confidently believed, will be paid into the 
Treasury without suit. 

It will be seen by reference to the items of receipts that the sum 
of eleven thousand seven hundred and twenty-five dollars and twenty- 
six cents, has been paid on account of the Internal Improvement fund 
—nearly all of this is in Planters’ Bank bonds and coupons. 
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Since the last Session of the Legislature, the county of Calhoun 
has been organized under an act approved March 8, 1852. The or- 
ganization of the county dates from a period subsequent to the com- 
mencement of the fiscal year 1852. No provision’ was made by said 
act forthe assessment of said county, or for the supplying its officers 
with copies of the assessment rolls of the various counties out of 
which the county of Calhoun was composed. I am not advised 
whether the assessors of those counties have assessed within the pres- 
ent limits of Calhoun or not. I would respectfully suggest the ne- 
cessity for a law requiring the Probate Clerks of Lafayette, Chicka- 
saw and Yalobusha counties to furnish the Probate Clerk of Calhoun 
county with certified transcripts of so much of the land assessment 
rolls of their respective counties as relates to land now lying in the 
new county ; as also of the personal assessment rolls, if they include 
the inhabitants and personal property now in Calhoun. This will be 
necessary in order to prevent confusion in this office on settlements 
with the Collectors in those counties. 

T have in my hands the sum of three hundred and one dollars and 
sixty-seven cents, paid to me by a non-resident tax payer, as levee 
taxes for the year 1851, on Jands in the county of Tunica. By ex- 
isting laws, the Auditor is required to pay money received on this 
account to the Collector of the county; but in this instance the State 
had already paid the levee taxes on these lands for the year 1851, to 
ihe Levee Treasurer of Tunica county, as part of the lands therein, 
forfeited for non-payment of taxes. I regarded this as a case not con- 
templated by the Legislature, believing that it was not intended by 
them to pay levee taxes twice on the same lands for the same fiscal 
year. I refused to pay it to the Collector and now hold it in possession. 
As there is no authority of law for my paying this money into the 
Treasury, (if I have not erred in my construction of the law) I 
would respectfully suggest to your Excellency, that a law should be 
sare covering this case, and providing against others of a similar 
kind. 

The act, entitled “an act to provide for the construction of a Levee 
upon the Mississippi river, for the reclamation of the State and School 
lands, and for other purposes’—approved March 15, 1852, requires 
the Auditor to open an account on the books of his office between the 
“Levee fund” and the “Internal Improvement fund,” in which the 
Levee fund shall be credited with the proceeds of the sales of the 
300,000 acres of scrip to be sold by the State Treasurer, &c. The 
act does not provide any mode by which the Auditor shall be informed 
officially of the amount of said sales. Some amendment of this act will 
be necessary to enable the Auditor to comply with the law.

PENITENTIARY REPORT. 


MISSISSIPPI STATE PENITENTIARY, 
Jackson, Octoser 1, 1852. 
To the Board of Inspectors; 


GENTLEMEN: Having been requested by His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, to communicate to him, through you, any information respect- 
ing the condition-of this Institution, which might perhaps be desired 
by the called session of the Legislature, to assemble on Monday next, 
I beg leave to state, that on the 29th day of April last, I was appoint- 
ed by His Excellency, to fill the vacancy occasioned bv the resigna- 
tion of Col. William L. Duncan, and having executed a bond con- 
formably to law, I entered, on that day, upon the duties of the office. 

I found, after a careful inventory of the stock on hand, besides the 
stock of tools, machinery, &c., manufactured articles ready for sale, 
including the stock of cotton and wool, valued on that day at $24,496 00. 


T have received since that date, including $276 88 re- 
ceived from the late Seperintendent, and $487 34 re- 
` ceived in July last, from-Mr. Joseph Moseley, who

The heavy items of disbursement are principally for wool, cotton, 
fuel, bacon and oil, the two last mentioned articles having been at a 
higher price than has been known for many years. The disburse- 
ments also embrace the amount paid for over a hundred acres of wood 
land, which I fortunately purchased within one and a half miles of 
the Institution, and deemed sufficient to supply it with fuel for at least 
ten years. It also embraces the cost of the building of a new house 
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on the Penitentiary grounds, for the use of the servants of the Super- 
intendent, and which renders the residence much more desirable. 


I have now on hand, manufactured, ready for sale, a 
large supply of superior Linseys, Oznaburgs, Cotton 
Yarns, and many useful articles of furniture, this day

Exclusive of the wood-land purchased and paid for, the erection of 
the new building, the covering of the prison, and the current, heavy 
expenses of living, and the supplies before referred to ordered by my 
predecessor,to estimate all which would show a profit of about $5,550 00. 

I have not included in my statement, the value of meal, corn, &c., 
consumed; the board of prisoners placed under my care, awaiting 
their trial before the High Court of Errors and Appeals; nor a large 
quantity of work done in the various shops for the State—the mak- 
ing up of bedding, clothing, &c.; repairs, &c., &e., all of which will 
more properly be included in the annual report, required to be made 
by the act of 1844, on the second Monday in November next, and all 
` of which was done by the Institution. 

There have been admitted into the Institution, sinee I have been-in 
office, 17 prisoners. Five have been discharged by expiration of sen- 
tence; six pardoned by His Excellency, the Governor, and three have 
been discharged by Writ.of Error. I have in my care three prison- 
ers awaiting a trial by the High Court. o 

Three-prisoners made their éscape since I haye been in office, but 
only one from the walls. All of them were arrested and brought 
back safely; one by myself and an excellect officer connected with 
the Institution, at no cost to the State, and the other two at an ex- 
peuse of eighty-three dollars, which was paid out of moneys in my 
hands, although the law requires it to be audited and paid at the 
State Treasury. All of them were arrested in less than 24 hours af- 
ter escape. Two of the men escaped while” cutting wood, and I am 
inclined to believe, no blame could or ought tò attach to the officer ; 
for it is quite difficult to keep the eye on each one laboring in the 
woods. ‘The man who escaped from the prison; had been very feeble 
and sick for some time, and by the recommendation of the Surgeon, 
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he was permitted to walk about inside the prison. He availed him- 
self of the little chance to escape, by getting down on the front build- 
ing by the lightning rod. The watchful and efficient guard on the 
wall nearest, fired upon him, but he escaped unhurt, until arrested 
by a gentleman in the neighborhood and brought back. I cannot 
omit stating however, that great credit is due to the Sergeant of the 
Guard, who was acting Superintendent, (I being absent on business,) 
for efficient means to arrest him. 

Some doubt -has existed as to my “powers to enforce the laws con- 
cerning the Penitentiary, while prisoners are at work outside the 
walls of the Institution, in custody of officers. I have had a consid- 
erable number at work in the woods, believing, by the 24th section of 
the Penitentiary laws of 1844, (Code, page 988,) that I had the right, 
believing it to be for the.true interest of the State. I would recom- 
mend, however, that the Legislature should pass an act, clothing the 
officer in command, with full power to enforce obedience outside, while 
at work, as well as within the walls of the Penitentiary, 

Upon examination of the laws prescribing my duties, I find doubts 
as to my authority under any circumstances to grant credit on sales, 
yet, believing it; under proper restrictions, to be for the tiue interest 
of the Institution, and having found it the custom to some extent, I 
have done so to persons of undoubted credit for a short time; but the 
whole amount on this account is embraced and accounted for in this 
report. The 22d section of the act of 1844, p. 988, seems to con- 
template such transactions. The planters and merchants who have 
purchased in this way will supply me with cotton at the proper time, 
so as to dispense with any aid from the Treasury. 

The health, conduct and condition of the prisqners, and all other 
persons connected with the Institution, has been generally good, with 
very few exceptions. Only one death has occurred. William Com- 
mander, a convict from the county of Itawamba, died on the 7th ult., 
after.a long and protracted disease. He had not been well a day since 
T have been in office. There is only one man in the Penitentiary who 
is in solitary confinement. I found him in the same situation the day 
T entered upon my duties, and it is the opinion of the Physician that 
he is not of sound mind. 

I have but seldom resorted to punishment of any kind, but when 
compelled to do so, very mildly. 

The provisions purchased have been common and wholesome, and in 
complying with this portion of my duty, I have not forgotten that the 
unfortunate men under my care, although justly condemned to punish- 
ment for crime, are yet to be considered as erring men, entitled to the 
exercise of as much kindness and indulgence as may conduce to their 
repentance and ultimate reformation. . 

The restoration of these men to a proper self respect, which shall 
exhibit itself hereafter in better conduct, seems to be a leading idea 
in the policy which founded this prison, and condemns its inmates to 
limited periods of confinement. 
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‘ I hope it will be deemed proper by the Legislature to authorize me, 
with the approbation of the Board, to establish Agencies at Yazoo 
‘City, Vicksburg, Memphis, and Cincinnati, due provision being made 
for securing a faithful accountability to the State: I am satisfied if 
I had the authority to make large shipments of goods to other places 
for sale, that I should be prepared to pay into the Treasury, by the 
ist of January next, seventeen thousand dollars. As it now stands, 
T fear that the large supply now on hand may remain for want of sale. 
The funds which i now have must soon be used in the purchase of 
-cotton for manufacture during the winter. ` ns oe 

On a recent trip on business of the Institution to Cincinnati ‘and 
other points, I found that I could have sold in July, if it had been 
sent early in May or June, at least six thousand dollars worth of the 
cotton yarns at that place, it being considered: the best market for that 
article in the South or West. Memphis is the next point of impor- 
tance in the demand for'our goods. I was assured there, that all the 
Oznaburgs and Linseys we could make would meet ready sale: the 
people of North Mississippi and Arkansas purchase their supplies to 
a great extent ‘at that place, and inquiries are constantly being made 
for our goods by the people of the Northern counties. Jackson does 
not afford a démand for as much-as we manufacture, and our sales are 
very small here, , beyond a mere barter and exchange, and upon very 
unfavorable terms. 

I hope, therefore, in view of the great advantages which would ac- 
crue, that I may be authorized to send goods away for sale. That our 
articles can bear favorable comparison with any other, I have nota 
doubt, and I would be enabled to purchase supplies of bacon, flour, 
oil, &c., on terms greatly to the interest of the State. — 

T expect to make a considerable purchase of cotton week after next, 
at least equal to the amount of money on hand, for manufacture, and 
in this connexion, I would suggest, that it would be very desirable 
that the Legislature should authorize me to purchase additional ma- 
chinery ngt exceeding $1,500 or $2,000 in cost, in order that I may 
manufacture cotton and woollen Jeanes. This: can be done without 
any appropriation from the Treasury. se aot ' 

It will be perceived in the foregoing stateinent, that I have pur- 
chased, and paid for, out of the proceeds of my sales, wool amply 
sufficient for all purposes for seven or eight months ensuing, and have 
raw cotton enough on hand to occupy the prisoners some two or three 
weeks, or perhaps until 10th November. 

I regret exceedingly to inform you that the handsome front addi- 
tion recently made to the prison, for hospital and storing purposes, 
although the foundation was laid with much care, has failed to answer 
the purposes of its construction. The whole new structure is so 
cracked and separated from the old building, that frequent removals 
of goods are indispensably necessary for their protection from every 
heavy fall of rain. 
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The Physician informs me that it would be very desirable if a 
building for a Hospital could be erected. If the Legislature will au- 
thorize it, I will have one built inside the walls by the prisoners. In 
cases of long and. protracted sickness they could be treated more 
kindly—gentle exercise could be had. Indeed a small narrow cell is 
no place for a human being while prostrated on a bed of sickness. 

In conclusion, I will remark, that if anything, which my duty re- 
quired of me to do, has been omitted, I can assure you, that it has 
only to be pointed out, and it will be done, as I have always. endea- 
voured to do in the discharge of every public trust that has been con- 
fded to me.

SOUTHERN RAILROAD OFFICE, 
~ Brawnovon, Sept. 23, 1852. 
His Excellency, Henry S. Foote, i 
Governor of the Stateof Mississippi : 

In compliance with the requisition of the Act of the Legislature, 
to extend the Railroad eastwardly beyond Jackson, approved Feb. 
24th, 1843, the Commissioners of the Southern Railroad beg leave 
respectfully to submit to your Excellency the following report, setting 
forth the condition of the road and its operations, during the four 
months in which they had charge of the same. 

The Board was organized on the 25th day of March, 1852, and 
entered immediately upon the discharge of their duties. They found 
a balance of debt, due by the road, estimated at about thirty-five bhun- 
dred dollars. Inasmuch as the two per cent. fund in the State Treas- 
ury, then subject to the use‘of Commissioners, had been reserved for 
the purpose of paying for a new Locomotive, ordered by the last 
Board, it was found necessary to ask the consent of your Excellency 
to the sale of as many Negroes, as might be necessary to liquidate 
this balance. After a full examination of all the laws bearing upon 
this subject, your Excellency consented to the sale. Before the day 
of sale, the prospective stockholders in the new Company contemplated 
by an act passed at the last session of the Legislature, proposed to 
advance to the Commissioners a sufficient amount to pay said debts, if 
the negroes were withheld from sale. To this arrangement we readily 
assented, not wishing to obstruct the taking of stock in the new Com- 
pany, or embarrass its operations after organization, by lessening the 
amount offered as a bonus by the act above referred to. The Presi: 
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dent succeeded in obtaining possession of boy Ben, who had been run- 
away nearly two years, and who declared his intention never to remain 
on the road : it was deemed best to sell him at once, and he was ac- 
cordingly sold at public sale in Vicksburg for cash, and brought 
$760, which is accounted for in the account rendered, under the 
head of Negro Expense Account. This fact was reported to the 
Board and sanctioned, and subsequently, by one of the Commission- 
ers to your Excellency, and approved. 

During the existencé of our Board, the Railroad has been worked 
under a contract with the Vicksburg and Jackson Railroad Company, 
which gave to the said Company fifty per cent. of the gross receipts 
of the road, stipulating for such extra service as the wants of the road 
might require, without cost to the Commissioners,—the whole expense 
of running the road to be defrayed by the Vicksburg Company, 
leaving the Commissioners the cost alone of keeping the track in order. 
-We stipulated further that the Engineer and Conductor should in 
some degree be amenable to the Commissioners, and for the receiving 
and delivery of way freight and passengers, and restricting our Loco- 
motives and Cars to their legitimate share of the service performed, 
on the whole road from Vicksburg to Brandon. - a 

The Board thinking that they would probably have.té operate the 
road separate and apart from the Vicksburg road, had previously con- 
tracted for five hundred and fifty cords of wood, at’$1 50 per cord, 
which had been received and paid for, except about $75. In our con- 
tract with the Vicksburg Company, they agreed to take this wood at 
cost, which they did, and settled the amount with thej{new Company, 
except $200 which was paid to the Commissioners, and which is ac- 
counted for in the account under the head of Wood Account; this 
reduces the amount of our expenditures $750, (the whole amount 
paid for wood.) . 

The same reasons which have prompted the action of all the pre- 
ceding Boards as to running the road, were in existence at the for- 
mation of our Board, viz: the want of another Locomotive, (the new 
one not arriving until sometime in June,) and the want of a Machine 
Shop and fixtures for necessary repairs, and which we had not the 
means to provide. 

In this connection we beg to commend the wisdom of our last Le- 
gislature in passing an act which has placed the road and its effects in 
the hands of a private Company, with means more proportioned to 
the proposed end. The only means at the disposal of the Commissioners 
have been the revenue arising from the operating of 134 miles of 
road, having to be kept up and operated at great cost with heavy an- 
nual repairs on bridges, trestles, and track, and in addition to this, the 
whole expense of the grading east of Brandon, (including provisions and 
clothing for the Negroes, and corn and forage for the Horses and Oxen, 
Overseers’ wages and implements, &c.,) were to be provided for out 
of this fund. The result has been an annual deficit, and consequently 
an annual diminution of the means of the road, and it will be readily 
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seen that’in a few years the whole of the property belonging to the 
road would be consumed. i 

When the Board first organized, we had under consideration the 
requisition of the act under which we acted, requiring all’ receipts 
coming into the hands of the Commissioners to be deposited in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the 2 per cent. fund. ¢Finding, how- 
ever, that the receipts were fully absorbed in daily and weekly pay- 
ments on account of the road, we consulted with your Excellency upon 
the propriety of simply furnishing, (to be filed in the Auditor’s office,) 
monthly balance sheets, which suggestion, being approved by your 
Excellency, was adopied and has been carried out. 

The track has generally during our term of office, been in good 
running order, no obstructions to the transportation of freight or pas- 
sengers having occurred in consequence of any defect therein. ` 

The grading east of Brandon has been prosecuted with all possible 
vigor; all disposable force of the read being applied to that end, and 
at the close of our connection with the road, the hands were employed 
on the fourth mile from Brandon. 

The new Locomotive came to hand some time in the month of June, 
and gives entire satisfaction: she is regarded as a finished piece of 
machinery, coming quite up to the high reputation of her builders, 
Messrs. Anderson & Souther, who are Southern manufacturers in 
Richmond, Va. 

The $7200 to the credit of the 2 per cent. fund-in the State Treas- 
ury was applied to the payment of the purchase money of the new 
Engine, and is accounted for in the account under the head of revenue. 

In accordance with your Excellency’s requisition, dated July 19, 
1852, we proceeded: to deliver over to Hon. Thomas A. Marshall, 
President of the Southern Railroad Company, under the new organi- 
zation, the road, and all its effects, including Locomotives, Cars, Ma- 
chinery, Iron, Negroes, Horses, Oxen, Hogs, Carts, Wagons, and Im- 
plements, together with. the- Books, Papers, and Office fixtures, and all 
the property of every kind and description belonging to the road, for 
which we took his receipt, which, with the schedule, is hereto append- 
ed. We also furnished to Mr. Marshall a list of debits and credits. 

The accompanying balance’ sheet of our Secretary, fully sets forth 
our financial operations for our official term, as wellas the two months 
and a half intervening between the Ist of January and the date of 
our organization. 

It is proper that we should here remark that the revenue arising 
from the running of the road, for the whole month of July, was paid 
by our instruction, to the new Company, and hence does not enter into 
our account. , 

We respectfully invite a full and free examination of our books 
and papers. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Sir “I have the honor to ‘acknowledge thë receipt of a communi- 
cation from his Excellency; H. 8. Foote;, Goyertior of Mississippi, 
dated March 24th, 1852, in referetios:-to swamp and overflowed lands 
in that State, which waa addressed to you, and. by you referred to 
this office with: the following étidorsement : “Referred to Commission- 
er of General Larid office, in order that the Governor’s request may 
be complied’ with, or that the reasons why it cannot be done, may be 
communicated to the Depurtment,”. - - ae a 

In accordance with this request, I have the honor to state, that under 
the provisions of the act of 28th September, 1850, granting the 
swamp lands to the several States, general instructions to regulate the 
mode of selecting these lands were issued from this office, after having 
received the sanction of the Secretary of the Interior, on the 2186 
day of November, 1850, and were transmitted to all the Governors, 
Surveyors General, and Registers and Reccivers, in the land’ States ; 
and by which, in those States where the office of Surveyor General 
had been abolished previously, the Registers and Receivers were re- 
quested to make out lists of the swamp lands as speedily as possible, 
taking the plats and field notes in their respective offices as the basis 
from which to make the same, with such evidence as might be furnished 
by the State authorities. The office of Surveyor ‘General, in the 
State of Mississippi was abolished before that time,—consequently 
this duty devolved upon the Rogisters and Receivers, From one of 
the land districts a return has been received, but nothing has been 
received from the others, except a return purporting to he made by 
State Commissionors, which was not récognised by this office, and has 
at been repudiated by one of the Commissioners who assisted in 
waking it, as ‘ 

‘Brom Governor Footo’s letter, it would appear that in some of the 
Districts, there is not sufficient data on the files of the local land ofii- 
ces, from which to make these selections. I would therefore fespect- 
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fully propose that to ascertain the true condition of things in relation 
to this matter, as well as to ascertain what action has been had by the 
different local land offices, that this office correspond with the Regis- 
ters of the several local offices; and that if it is ascertained that these 
selections cannot be made at those offices, that in accordance with 
Governor Foote’s suggestion, they be made at this office. 

In regard to furnishing a copy of the field’ ‘notes, as requested by 
the Governor, I would respectfully suggest that it would be impracti- 
cable, as it will be readily perceived, when the fact is known that 
they comprise (39,) folio post volumes, averaging some 550 pages of 
closely written matter to each volume. 

In the event of there being a necessity of making those selections 
in thìs office, on account of the causes mentioned by the Governor, or 
from any other cause, L would respectfully suggest that to complete 
the matter within a reasonable time, it will be necessary to augment 
the clerical force of this office, temporarily, specially for that-purpose : 
and if it is determined that a copy of the field notes before referred 
to shall be furnished, the same result will necessarily follow, The 
Governor’s letter is herewith returned.. -

Gen. Rayburn also took with 
him what purported to be lists of selections in the Washington and 
Jackson Districts, for the purpose of completing them also, with a 
promise, that when completed, he would return the same to this office- 
ĮI will here remark, that I should not have permitted these lists to have 
been withdrawn from the files of this office, had they been perfect; 
but in consequence of their imperfect state, and also having been re-

Str: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 9th inst., and also a copy of your letter of the 2d inst., to the 
Hon. John D. Freeman, on the subject of swamp lands donated to the 
State of Mississippi. $ 

T am pleased to learn that we have the prospect of soon receiving 
from your department an approved list of the swamp lands in the 
Grenada Land District. We had hoped to have received, first, an 
approval of the lists forwarded to you sometime last year by the Reg- 
ister of the Jackson District. Mr. Morgan, the Register, furnished 
this State with a duplicate of his lists, which the Secretary of State 
has had compared with the field notes of survey now on file in his of- 
fice ; and.it is believed that this list is correct, so far asit goes. There 
are a few townships in the Jackson District, of which the Register had 
no descriptive notes, but these could have been added at any future 
time. Our reason for desiring, first, an approved copy of ‘the list of 
inundated lands in the Jackson District, was, that our Secretary of 
State has had a complete set of township plats made, embracing, as he 
believes, all, or nearly all, the swamp lands, that under the law of Con- 

. gress will fall to this State, and indeed, he has now nearly completed 
the maps of the Grenada District, also.. 

By an act of our last Legislature it was made the duty of the Sec- 
retary of State, to issue scrip in the form of land warrants on or be- 
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fore the 3d Monday of the present month, to the amount of nine hun- 
dred thousand acres.: This serip has actually been issued, and six 
hundred thousand acres of it has been forwarded to the counties bor- 
dering onthe Mississippi river. In accordance with the law author- 
izing the issuance of this land sorip, the persons purchasing it from 
the board of Levee Commissioners of the several counties may de- 
mand its immediate location, but, of course, no location can -be made 
until after we receive approved lists; and the same law requires that 
all the lands coming to the State shall be delineated on the map by 
Set borders, and entered on the tract books by the Secretary of 

By referring to the lists returned to your department scopic’ of 
of which were also forwarded to the authorities of this State,) by 
Messrs. Rayburn and Bryan, it will be found that their list contained 
all, or nearly all, of the land returned by the Register of the Jackson 
District. In fact. itis a duplicate copy of hislist. And asremarked 
above, so far as it goes, it is believed to be correct. We will hope that 
this also willbe approved and forwarded at your earliest convenience. - 

You will please excuse any apparent oyer zeal manifested on the part 
of the State for the early reception of approved lists of the swamp lands, 
particularly of those einbraced in the land district bordering on the 
Mississippi river.

‘Sir: T have ‘the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your commu- 
nication of the 15th inst., with accompanying eopiés of your letters 
of the 10th of May, 2d and 9th of July. I am-gratified to learn that 
we may-in a few days expect to receive an approved list of the-swamp 
lands in the Grenada district. From aletter receiyed some days since 
from Gen. Rayburn, I learn that “he and Mr. Bryan forwarded lists 
of the Jackson and Washington districts to your department on the 
Sth inst.” You remark in substance, in allusion to the Grenada Dis- 
trict, that “an approved copy will be forwarded as soon as possible, and 
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then add that the plat cannot be prepared in so short a time, but 
will be made out and transmitted to you at the earliest period.” In 
reply to this, T would infor you that the Secretary of the State of 
Mississippi, has, in obedience to a law of the last Legislature, employ- 
ed a draftsman, who has been at work several months, and has already 
completed the township maps of. some. 250 townships, embracing as is 
believed, all the swamp and overflowed lands in the Washington, 
Jackson and Grenada Districts. On these maps are to be delineated, 
by colored borders, all the lands which may be’ contained in the ap- 
proved lists which you have forwarded. From this you-will perceive 
thatthe plat which you alluded to, will be unnecessary, and if it will 
facilitate your operations in completing lists, may be dispensed with 
altogether. The maps prepared here, £o soon as the swamp lands are 
designated on them, are to be bound iu books, including adjacent coun- 
ties. Our Secretary has also prepared tract books in order that your 
approved lists may be tracked up immediately after their reception. 
The solicitude of holders of scrip already issued to the counties engag- 
ed in leveeing the Mississippi river to make their locations, must be 
my apology for the anxiety I have heretofore expressed in reference 
to the completion and approval of your lists. - 
With high respect, your ob’t serv't, 
By HENRY 8.

The Fourth Dis- 
trict shall be composed of the counties of Coahoma, Bolivar, Wash- 
ington, Holmes, Issaquena, Yazoo, Madison, Warren, Hinds, Rankin, 
Claiborne, Jefferson, Adams, Franklin, Amite, and Wilkinson. The 
Fifth District shall be composed of the counties of Neshoba, Newton, 
Scott, Clark, Jasper, Smith, Simpson, Copiah, Lawrence, Covington, 
Jones, Wayne, Pike, Marion, Perry, Greene, Jackson, Harrison, and 
Hancock.

To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

I have the honor, herewith, to transmit to the two Houses of the 
Legislature, a report from the Treasury Department, setting forth the 
exact condition of the financial concerns of the State, at the present 
moment. I should have sent the information contained therein, to 
your honorable bodies some days since, but for the fact of my know- 
ing that the same information had already been supplied, on special 
application, to the appropriate committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives. It isneedless for me to state, what is so apparent on the face 
of the report, that if the Legislature shall adjourn without some ad- 
ditional legislation, providing for an increase of revenue, they will 
leave behind them a large deficiency in the Treasury, which cannot 
but prove a source of serious embarrassment and injury to the Gov- 
ernment, and more or less implicate, also, the honor of the State it- 
self. Should you conclude to adopt an act providing for an increase 
of the present taxation, to the extent of from twenty-five to fifty per 
centum, I shall most cordially participate in the responsibility of such 
action; and should certainly have recommended it at an earlier peri- 
‘od of the session, in a clear and emphatic manner, had I not suppos- 
ed, that in doing so, I might subject myself to the charge of indeli- 
cately intruding upon a subject peculiarly proper to be considered, in 
the first instance, by the Legislative Department of the State.

. To the Senate and House of Representatives ; 

Although Lam fully aware that your legislative labors for the 
present session, are fast drawing to a close, and that you are 
naturally anxious to return as soon as possible to the bosoms of 
to your families, I feel bound to invite your attention to a’ subject 
of great and increasing interest, and to recommend such action 
in regard to the same, as in your judgments may be best'-adapted 
to the extraordinary exigency, which would seem to have arisen. 
Every mail which reaches us, brings additional intelligence of a set- 
tled determination on the part of the Spanish Authorities of the Is- 
land of “Cuba,” to violate the rights of our citizens, as guarded and 
guarantied by solemn treaty stipulations, deliberately entered into by 
the Government of Spain and that of the United States. It was only 
the other day that passengers in the Crescent City, a steamship car- 
rying the United States Mail, and commanded by United States Offi- 
cers, were refused the privilege of landing at Havana, under cireum- 
stances of most aggravated insult. 

A still later instance of outrage is understood to have occurred in 
the case of the Barque Cornelia, all the particulars of which are not ne- 
cessary to be specified, though it is perhaps proper to mention that her 
mails were opened and examined, and two of her passengers car- 
ried back to Havana and thrown into prison, and the vessel con- 
strained to leave the port and return to New York without them. It 
is not my purpose, on this occasion, to say anything at all calculated 
anduly to inflame the popular mind of the country. - Still less am I 
inclined to instigate the Legislature to the adoption of any hasty or 
ill-considered measures. The whole subject will doubtless be imme- 
diately looked into by the President of the United States, and his 
constitutional advisers, and I cannot but confidently hope that such 
steps will be promptly taken by them as may.effectually vindicate the 
honor of the nation and secure the rights of our citizens. T' venture 
to suggest the adoption of temperate but strong’ resolutions, declara- 
tive of the firm determination of the government and people of this 
State, to yield a cordial support to such just and. constitutional mea- 
sures, as may be resorted to by the authorities in Washington for the 
‘attainment of the high purposes -just specified.

At the request of your Committee, the Commissioners of the Asy- 
lum appeared-before them, and submitted a comprehénsive report, 
‘showing the manner in which the duties assigned them by the act had 
been discharged. Their report is herewith transmitted, and marked, 
exhibit C. Upon examination, it will be found that on the day after 
the deposit with Mr. Writ Adams, the sum of twenty-three thousand 
six hundred and sixty-cight dollars and fourteen cents ($23,668 14) 
were drawn from him to meet the contracts of Commissioners with the 
contractors. Vouchers have been exhibited to your Committee by 
said Commissioners for every dollar thus appropriated. There re- 
mains on deposit at this date $16,331 86, of which sum $5000 are 
now due and to be paid in a few days—the remainder, $11,331 86, 
is expected to fall due in sixty days. The action of the Governor and 
Commissioners, as will appear from their report, was based upon pre- 
cedent, expediency, and their construction of the statute. In this 
construction they were sustained by the Attorney-General, in a writ- 
ten opinion herewith transmitted, and marked, exhibit D. Your 
Committee, not regarding themselves charged with the dyty of en- 
quiring into the legal points involved, deem it unnecessary to express 
any opinion on that point. : 

Your. Committee are of opinion that no improper motive is to be 
attached to the Commissioners for the manner in which they have 
managed the interest of the State in the erection and completion of 
the Asylum. The’ statement of Richard Griffith alluded to in the 
report of the Commissioners relative to the manner in which the fund 
was drawn in 1850, is herewith transmitted, and marked F. The 
bonds of contractors, required by the last section of the act of 1852, 
have been exhibited to your Committee by the Auditor.

The balance of $11,331 90 will most likely be absorbed by con- 
tracts completed before the 1st of January next. 

The Commissioners would further remark, that they have, as shown 
by the contracts made, bound themselves, as Commissioners, for_ thie 
full amount of seventy-five thousand dollars, as appropriated by the 
Legislature ; that the payments under these contracts are falling due 
almost daily: that they have agreed to pay for the work and mate- 
rials as furnished, and have assured the contractors, on the faith of the 
Act and appropriation of the Legislature, that they would be prompt- 
ly paid in par funds. They have thus been enabled to contract at a 
much less sum than they could otherwise have done. 

The reasons which induced the Commissioners to draw the whole 
amount of the appropriation of $40,000, were, 

Ast. Because they were then called upon to meet the previous con- 
tracts and payments under the same. 

2d. Because of ‘the inconvenience of drawing a separate warrant: 
for each item of expense or payment, and the difficulty and inconven- 
ience attending on obtainment of the signatures of three members of 
the Board and the Governor to each item or order, which, of necessity, 
would be very numerous. .. ` o 

3d. Because the contracts were all made for par funds ; and appre- 
hending some deficiency in the Treasury, and the amounts falling due 
and to be paid at and from that time, and the whole sum of $40,000 
to be paid oùt under the contracts before the 1st of January, the, Com- 
missioners deemed it their duty to protect the contractors by having 
the fand under their control. 

T 
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: 4th. Before drawing the fand, the Board took the legal opinion of 
‘the Attorney General, as to their power, and that opinion ‘being in fa- 
yor of the existence of the power under’ the Act, and‘expediency de- 
` jaanding it, a majority of the Board considered themselves authorised 
to draw it, and justified by the expediency in drawing the amount 
from the Treasury. : S A 
The Commissioners would remark that all the previous Boards of _ 
Commissioners had drawn the money from the Treasurer as appropri- 
ated, the amount of such appropriation; and. placed it on deposit. 
That in 1848 thé amount of the appropriation was drawn at the sug- 
geation of Gov. Matthews and deposited with Wm. Morris. In 1850 
a contract was made with Richard Griffith, toreceive and pay out the 
‘amount appropriated, as Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners, 
for which, said Griffith was allowed and paid'on the whole sum so 
appropriated, the half of one per cent. Uriderthis agreement, the 
whole amount of the appropriation for that year, forty thousand dol- 
lars, was, on the order of Wm. S; Langley, C. H. Manship, and C. S. 
Tarpley, a majority of the then Commissioners, with the approval of 
John I. Guion, the then acting Governor, paid over and’ deposited 
with the said Richard Griffith, as will fully appear by the order, war- 
‘yant'and vouchers in the Treasurer’s Office,—a copy of which will be 
found with the report of the Committee. 
' Under these circumstances, the Commissioners drawing the appro- 
priation, deemed themselves justified by Zaw, precedent and expedi- 
ency, and the best interests of the Institution under their charge, in 
drawing the amount of the appropriation for 1852,—especially, when 
“they could place the same in what they deemed safe hands, and ‘have 
it received and disbursed without any charge whatever, on themselves 
or the State. aa ' 
As will be seen by the account above, the money was drawn on the 
Sth of June, 1852, after the contracts had been advertised for and 
made, and when under the old contracts, the Board on the next day, 
the 9th of June, paid out $23,661 14, to the contractors, as shown 
by vouchers presented to the Committee. Since that time, as shown 
‘by the account, other payments have been made from time to time, 
and at short intervals, leaving’ on deposit at this time $16,331 86, of 
‘which sum so remaining, $5,000 is now due and to be paid in a 
few days,—and the balance then remaining is expected to fall due and 
be paid in the course of the next sixty days. ee a 
In accordance with the requirements of the Act of 1852, and the 
previous Acts on the subject; the Commissioners advertised all of the 
contracts susceptible of advertisement, immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, for the period of six weeks, as will be shown 
hy the accompanying proofs’of publication; from the Mississippian, 
Flag of the Union, and Southern Star. ° ie ous: 
‘In all their action the Commissioriers have . acted for what they 
deemed the best interest of the Institution. ` If they have’erréd, they 
are not conscious of it. The minutes of their procéedings are full;-and

open to inspection at all times by the Legislature, or the public. 
In conclusion, they would say that the Asylum buildings are now 
rapidly advancing to completion. They hope, and expect, to be able 
to have it completed and for use by the time of the meeting of the 
next regular session of the Legislature, when they will make out a full 
report of their action and expenditures.

GENTLEMEN: In answer to yours of this date, upon an examina- 
tion of the law referred to by you, I have to say that I am clearly of 
opinion that the Commissioners have the legal power to draw from 
the Treasury the appropriation therein made of $40,000, in any sum 
which may seem to them proper or necessary. They can draw the 
whole $40,000 at one time if they wish todo so. Hach Commis- 
sioner must decide for himself of the necessity of drawing the fund 
under the discretion which is vested in him by statute. The legal 
power to do so is clear and unquestionable. The necessity for its ex- 
ercise, of course, will depend on facts and circumstances in the pos- 
session of the Commissioners, alone.

The Fourth 
District shall be composed of the counties of Bolivar, Washington, 
Holmes, Issaquena, Yazoo, Madison, Warren, Hinds, Rankin, Clai- 
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borne, Jefferson, Adams, Franklin, Amite, and Wilkinson. The 
Fifth District shall be composed of the counties of Neshoba, Newton, 
Scott, Clark, Jasper, Smith, Simpson, Gopiah, Lawrence, Covington, 
Jones, Wayne, Pike, Marion, Perry, Greene, Jackson, Harrison, and 
Hancock.

Human ingenuity 
cannot invent an argument to show the justness of giving the minority 
representation, and trammelling the known voice of the people. Dem- 
ocratic principles is the ruling policy of the State of Mississippi, and 
in districting we should secure representation that would reflect that 

licy. Oe 
gon committeeman would confess frankly his individual preference 
for the general ticket system, as being in accordance with usage and 
the constitution, and in maintenance of State sovereignty. He would 
also state, while he did recommend asa member of the conference 
committee, a bill to reinstate the general ticket syatem, his entire wil- 
Jingness to forego his predilections for the adopted rule of districting 
upon which the States of the Union are now acting. 

In dividing the State into Congressional districts, there are pre- 
requisites which cannot, in my judgment, be overlooked. Are the 
districts compact, are they composed of a majority of voters reflecting 
the political complexion of a majority of the State, and is the ratio of 
population equal ? 

I would not seek to engraft upon any district the peculiar differ- 
ence that divided the Democratic party, but simply secure the united
